Washington Officer Was hid 
to Judge Advocate General; 
On Instruction Flight. 


Lieut. Comdr. Hardy B. Page, of 
2900 Connecticut avenue northwest, 
and Lieut. Russel V. Pollard, of Hamp- 
ton Roads, were killed at Norfolk, Va., 
yesterday afternoon when the naval 
plane in which they were fiying 
crashed to the ground near the Nor- 
folk municipal piers and burned. 
Lieut. Pollard was piloting the plane 
when it crashed. The machine was 
about 1,000 feet in the air when it ap- 
parently got out of control. Lieut. 
Pollard made a desperate attempt to 
bring his disabled ship to a safe land- 
ing on the water, starting to spiral 
down. 
Within 500 feet of the ground, how- 
ever, the ship fell into a sideslip and 
it seemed to eyewitnesses that the’ 
pilot would be unable to straighten it 
out before he struck. Fighting to the 
last second, Lieut. Pollard finally 
straightened out his ship and -again 
headed it in a glide toward the water, 
where he could make a safe landing. 
The plane was too low, however, and 
it crashed to the ground not much 
more than a hundred yards from the 
water. Immediately the: ship burst 
into flames, and by the time wit- 
nesses arrived it had been consumed 
by the flames and the filers had been 
burned past recognition. Later ex- 
amination indicated they had been 
killed almost instantly when they 
struck and had not suffered the agony 
of a death by burning. 


Near Scene of Roma Crash. 


The plane crashed close to the spot 
where the ill-fated airship Roma fell 
several years ago, costing 37 lives. Just 
what caused the accident naval offi- 
cilals here were unable to say last night. 
An investigation was begun immedi- 
ately at Norfolk, but the fact that the 
plane had been burned and badly 
broken may prevent accurate informa- 
tion from ever being obtained. The 
accident brought the death list of 
naval aviators killed flying in this 
vicinity to ten within the last two 
weeks. 

Lieut. Pollard, officials said, was a 
skilled aviator, and had been on duty at 
several stations as an instructor, There

LORRAINE SNYDER IS 


Widow Falters Under Hard 
Cross-Examination; Lied 
in Story, She Admits, 


New York, May 3 (By A. P.).— 
Henry Judd Gray, the little East 
Orange, N. J., corset salesman charged 
with murdering Albert Snyder, maga- 
zine art editor, took the stand in his 
own defense today in the Snyder-Gray 
murder trial. 

Erect, voice well-pitched, his diction 
unusually good, the “lovable little 
cuss,” as Mrs. Ruth Brown Snyder, his 
mistress and codefendant, called him 
in her letters, soon was launched into 
a story of events leading up to the 
murder of Albert Snyder.

DEFAULTS CAUSE LARGE 
LOSSES, IT IS DECLARED 


Prevention of Accidents Major 
Topic Before Construction 
Section Session. 


Opportunities to increase efficiency of 
building operations of all types by re- 


vision of existing procedures within 
the construction industry monopolized 
the attention of construction experts in 
yesterday’s sessions of the conference 
being held this week under the auspices 
of the Associated General Contractors 
of America at the Washington hotel. 

Much discussion was devoted to plans 
under which the chances of contracts 
being awarded to inexperienced or in- 
capable bidders would be minimized. 

Separate sessions were held by high- 
way builders and by constructors of 
building, public works and railroads. 

The sessions of the highway section 
were featured throughout the day by 
efforts to aid identification of irresponsi- 
ble bidders. It was pointed out that 
large losses of public funds arise from 
defaults of contracts undertaken by 
bidders who are not capable of hand- 
ling them. Much of the blame for this 
condition was placed on the activities 
of fleld agents of surety bonding com- 
panies. Speakers stressed the point 
that promiscuous issuance of surety 
bonds makes it possible for “boll weevil 
bidders” to obtain awards. 


Accidents Major Topic. 


Prevention of accidents was the ma- 
jor topic before the building section. 
Roundtable discussion developed the 
opinion that from 80 to 90 per cent of 
accidents suffered by workmen on con- 
struction projects ate the result of care- 
lessness. . 

“There is no way in the world to 
prevent @ man from encountering an 
accident if he does not devote his mind 
to thoughts of his safety,” declared 
W. R. Richards, Washington, accident 
prevention expert of the contractors’ 
national organization, in addressing the 
meeting. “Broad steps can be taken, 
however,” he stated, “to remove many 


j hazards which invite accidents.” 


Speaking in favor of the decision to 


start an intensive educational campaign | 


in this connection, J. W. Cowper, Buf- 
falo, said voluntary efforts toward pre- 
vention of accidents are “less expensive, 
less onerous and more satisfactory gen- 
erally” than those which are brought 
about by dictates of laws. “‘Accident 
prevention,” he declared, “holds a phase 
of conservation in addition to its hu- 
mane features. Every time a man’s life 
is saved, the services of an additional 
man: are conserved for the construction 
industry, and this is vital when consid- 
eration is given to the importance of an 
adequate supply sof skilled labor.” 


Compensation Rates Higher. 


“Conipensation rates. for. the. con- 
struction industry are going up,” de- 
clared J. B. De Blois, representative of 
the National Bureau of Surety Under- 
writers. “Some construction companies 
hdve reduced the number of accidents 
on their operations to the point where 
they pay less for compensation protec- 
tion than do manufacturers.. This con- 
dition can be approximated through- 
out the construction industry despite 
the hazardous nature of operations.” 

Plans for operation under a fund spe- 
clally designated for the advancement 
<a prevention activities were 
aid. 

The conference will resume its gen- 
eral sessions tomorrow, with reports to 
be received on a wide range of prob- 
Ty which yet are to be’ given atten- 

on. 

Those attending the conferences 
were present last night at the joint gen- 
eral session of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States with the 
third Pan-American commercial con- 
feernce.

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BOY, FOUND INANE, 
SLA, CORONER HOLDS 


Baker’s Former Companion 
Fails to Shed Light on 
on Lad’s Death. 


PLAYMATES CARRY PALL

¥redericksburg, Va., May 3.—The body 
of Albert Baker, 9-years old, which was 
found tied in a bag in the Rappahan- 
nock river yesterday after the boy had 
been missing from his home here since 
February 22, was buried today in Oak 
Hill cemetery. Services were conducted 
by the Rev. E. V. Peyton, pastor of 
Fairview Baptist church. Six of the 
boy’s former playmates were pallbearers. 


That Baker came to his death by foul 
Play was the statement of Dr. John E. 
Cole, city coroner, today after perform- 
ing an autopsy. The autopsy revealed 
that no bones were broken, as was at 
first stated, although the skull was 
fractured in two places, both’ fractures 
being covered by one large bruise, in- 
dicating they had been caused by a sin- 
gle blow. The fractures were close to- 
gether, but were not connected. Such 
a blow might have been fatal, but the 
coroner could not say positively that it 
had caused death in this case, although 
this is the most probable cause. 

There was a sharp, dark line encir- 
cling. the boy’s neck and penetrating 
the outer layer of skin. This may have 
been the result of strangling, but phy- 
sicilans were unable to say death had 
been caused by this means. The right 


was located, was discovered later on the 
river bank, near the spot where the 
bag was first seen. It had become 
separated from the body as a result of 
decomposition. Hes 

Officers are investigating several the- 
ories, but have not developed any def- 
inite clew. Conway Apperson, of about 
the same age, who was the last-known 
person to be with Baker, was brought 
before officers today with his father, 
and questioned. 

He was shown the clothing of the 
dead boy and the story of his move- 
ments on the day Baker disappeared 
was checked over. Apperson wept copi- 
ously, but his story today did not vary 
essentially from his previous state- 
ments. Several persons have been found 
who say they saw the bag in which 
the body was discovered < points in 
the river opposite this city, about ten 
days ago.

Stockholm, Sweden, May 3 (By A. P.).

Although Attorney Miller brought de- 
tails from Gray under the handicap of 
Gray’s forgetfulness, which Gray ex- 
plained was ofttimes due to his having 
been drunk when events occurred, be- 
fore court recessed for the day Gray 
had disclosed that on a visit to Mrs. 
Snyder’s home in Queens Village he 
found her ill and fainting. He explain- 
ed her c¢hditton was due, as a neighbor 
had told him, to the fact that Albert 
Snyder: had been told of Mrs.. Snyder’s 
going out with a man. This man was 
Gray, but Gray was certain that Snyder 
never knew it was he who accompanied 
his wife on the night in question. This 
was the first testimony that showed 
Snyder’s having had knowledge of her 
indiscretions. Mrs. Snyder, in direct 
and cross examinations, said her hus- 
band never suspected her. 

Gray testified: that he then tried to 
“break off” with Mrs. Snyder seven 
months before her husband was killed. 

“When. she told me her husband had 
been investigating her whereabouts one 
day when she had been with me, I 
worked over her for-an hour and then 
suggested that we break off our rela- 
tionship. She said she would never let 
me go.” ' ' 

Gray Begins Story. 

Gray, seeming composed, waived his 
constitutional right to refuse to testify 
against himself and told calmly of his 
early life. : 


Samuel Miller, Gray’s counsel, con- 
ducted the direct examination and 
brought out that his client was a con- 
stant: church communicant. 

* “You and Mrs. Gray lived in com- 
plete happiness?” “Yes.” —

She phoned me and an ap- 
pointment- was-made. I met her at 
the restaurant where we first met. She 
told me about an argument she had 
had with her husband and said she 
was going to leave him.” 

Mrs. Snyder was crying steadily, mop- 
ping her eyes with a little bunch of 
handkerchiefs. Gray seemed uncon- 
cerned. 

Gray told of Mrs. Snyder telephoning 
him to make the next “date” and of his 
meeting her at their “regular restau- 
rant.” 

“She told me at this meeing,” he said 
“that she was going to get a job, put 
her daughter in a convent, and let her 
husband go his way while she went 
hers.” 

The testimony was punctuated by ob- 
jections from Mrs. Snyder’s counsel and 
at this point the judge called’ all the 
lawyers up to the bench to whisper 
some advice of admonition. 

“What did you say?” “I told her it 
was pitiful to break up a home with a 
child in it, but she insisted the situa- 
tion was unbearable.” os 


Out With Friends. 


He said the next time he met her was 
at the Waldorf in the middle of August, 
1925. He took her to a theater and then 
went to a night club with friends. 

Testimony during the next ten min- 
utes was unprintable. 

Mrs. Snyder continued to cry quietly 
and Gray remained calm and.assured 
as he told of further meetings. 

Mrs. Snyder was still sitting with 
bowed head, her face hidden from the 
spectators, but she seemed to have her 
emotions under better control and no 
longer seemed on the verge of collapse. 

In February of 1926,*Gray said, Mrs. 
Snyder first. broached the subject of 
“doing away” with her husband. 

“What did she say?” “She said she 
had a secret to tell me, that she was 
thinking of doing away with her hus- 
band. I told her I thought she was 
terrible.” 

The witness said the woman con- 
tinually spoke of her marital unhappl- 
ness and her determination. to leave 
her husband. 

He said she first brought up the 
subject of insurance, asking how much 
he carried and saying her husband had 
almost none. That was in September of 
1925. 

The meetings became increasingly 
frequent,: he testified and liquor was 
drunk at most of them, she drinking 
sparingly, but he sometimes excessively. 


Exchanged Presents. 


Week-by-week Gray was led through 
the last months of 1925, telling of 
almost countless meetings and the 
seemingly identical conversations that 
took place. One of the meetings was 
for Christmas shopping. 

At a subsequent meeting, Gray said 
he and Mrs. Snyder exchanged Christ- 
mas presents. “She gave me some 
military hair brushes, and-I gave. her 
underwear,” he said.

Froessel took up in detail Police Com- 
missioner McLaughlin’s testimony, ask- 
ing the witness her recollection of each 
statement. She insisted her memory 


_| Was vague as to anything she had told 


the commissioner. 

Gray was sitting upright in his chair, 
staring at the jury, his hands for once 
in his lap and no longer fingering his 
chin. 

Mrs. Snyder said she had no recollec- 
tion of telling McLaughlin any of the 
statements read, but acknowledged that 
they were largely true. 

She remembered telling him of the 
return from the card party, but denied 
any recollection of saying she _ told 
Gray, in her mother’s room, “If you 
don’t go through with it, I will.” 

“Did you tell McLaughlin that Gray 
then went to your husband’s room and 
you watched him kill your husband.” 
“No; and it isn’t true.” 

“Mrs. Snyder then questioned the ve- 
racity of all the commissioner’s testi- 
mony as it related to the happenings 
immediately after the murder.

Question Is Withdrawn. 


Mrs. Snyder’s counsel objected to this 
question and was sustained. 

She then told of taking police to the 
Hotel Waldorf to get a suit case in 
which she had a picture of Gray. 

The contents of the sult case were 
then dumped on the-counsel table and 
the witness identified various garments 
and articles. Mrs. Snyder’s confession 
was produced and she said that the 
initials on it were hers, and had been 
put there to make it authentic. She 
said that during the day she signed it 
she had no rest. 

“You asked to see Gray?” “No.” 

“But you were told he was coming 
down and you then asked for a curling 
iron for your. hair?” “That has 


“Yes or no, madame?” “Yes.” 

Froessel then asked Mrs. Snyder to 
underline the portions of her confes- 
sion she said were untrue. After each 
sentence, the prosecutor said: “Is that 
true?” Sometimes her answer was 
“Yes,” but more often “No.” 

“Is this true ‘my husband never took 
me out and so I had to seek company 
elsewhere?’ ” 

At first the witness answered no, but 
after further questioning changed her 
reply and said the statement was true. 


Changes in Confession. 


Mrs. Snyder admitted discussing her 
marital troubles with Gray, but denied 
saying in the confession: “Things kad 
become unbearable and I saw I must 
find some way out.” She denied that 
Gray wrote her it were better for them 
to “get rid of the governor’ before he 
got rid of her. : 

“But he said. he was going to get rid 
of your husband?” “Yes.” 

“Well, then all you want to do is 
change -‘we’ wherever it. appears to 
‘he3,’” “In reference to killing my hus- 
band, yes.” 

Several times during the reading of 
the confession Mrs. Snyder made de- 
nials which she later withdrew after 
being reminded of previous testimony. 

“When you met Gray in your moth- 
er’s room he had the sash weight?” 
“No, I saw it in his hand when he per- 
formed—”’ 

“Performed, madame%, 
performed?” “Yes.” 

Excitement suddenly rose to a high 
pitch as Mrs. Snyder answered “yes,” 
to the question whether she: had seen 
Gray out of the house after the mur- 
der. 

“Why,” Froessel shouted, “you were 
lying bound” upstairs at that time.” 
“Yes, of course I was,” she replied with 
her hands fluttering to her mouth. 


Lawyers Near Clash. 


“Then you were lying just now!” 
Froessel thundered and Hazelton jump- 
ed to his feet. 

“I object to the tactics of the State 
attorney,’ he cried and the lawyers 
walked toward each other. They were 
shouting ‘unintelligibly when Justice 
Scudder called them sternly to order 
and the examination’ continued, the 
last question remaining unanswered. 

The .witness identified affidavits she 
made supplementary: to- the. confession 
régarding letters Gray had sent her 
addressed to “J. Gray.” ‘The letters re- 
ferred to were mailed in Syracuse and 
Rochester. As she continued answer- 
ing, Mrs. Snyder’s. voice sank lower and 
lower. The State closed. its. .cross-ex- 
amination of Mrs. Snyder at 1:58. 

Hazelton in the redirect examination, 
asked a few brief questions about the 
insurance, followed by questions phras- 
ed to stress the assertion that Mrs. 
Snyder was in a state of exhaustion 
when she signed her confession. 

Dr. Howard W. Neall, an assistant 
medical examiner who was the second 
witness of the trial, was called to suc- 
ceed Mrs. Snyder. 

He testified that any one of the 
blows to which Snyder was subjected 
was sufficient to render him uncon- 
scious. He had previously testified that 
the blows would not cause death. 

Lorraine Snyder, Mrs. Snyder’s 9-year- 
old daughter, then testified, after 
which the defense case of Mrs. Snyder 
was closed and Henry Judd Gray, the 
other defendant, was called.

$3,000,000 Lost Annually by

New York,.May 3 (By A. P.).—With 
the indictment and arrest on charges 
of grand larceny of six men and three 
women today, District Attorney Joab H. 
Banton announced that “one of the 
biggest insurance swindle rings of 
modern times,” involving a loss of $3,- 
000,000, annually to more than 20 in- 
surance companies in New York alone, 
had been exposed.

Fever Prevails in Arkansas;|° 
Vicksburg Levee Break 
Also Brings Appeal. 


75,000 GIVEN SERUM; 
MANY DRINK OF RIVER 


Refugee Camp of 1,000 Is 
Expected to Reach 5,000 
in 24 Hours. 


Memphis, Tenn., May 3 (By A. P.).— 
Outbreaks of typhoid fever in Arkansas 
and the giving away of a levee near 
Vicksburg, Miss., augmented the need 
for Red Cross relief among flood victims 
today. 

The break at Milliken’s Bend, just 
north of Vicksburg, unloosed a flood of 
water that was expected to affect 25,000 
to 30,000 persons. 

Preparations were made at once to 
aid the new flood victims. 

Conditions in southeastern Arkansas 
were reported improved and Dr. William 


R. Redden, medical director of the Red_/| 


Cross, said that as a whole conditions 
were good in all the refugee camps. 


|| His reports today indicated, however, 


that two refugees in Arkansas were 


dying of typhoid and that 35 others 


were seriously ill. 
75,000 Given Serum. 


Dr. Redden added tha tthe result of 
typhoid conditions caused by the flood 
probably will not be known for some 
time, as it takes about a fortnight for 
the disease to make itself known after 
having been contracted. He said that 
75,000 refugees already have been given 
typhoid and smallpox serum, but that 
there remain thousands for whom the 
vaccines should be rushed. Refugees 
have been forced to drink flood water in 
many instances and it was feared that 
many cases of typhoid and other dis- 
eases might result. 

A. L. Johnston, chairman of the Red 
Cross organization in Caldwell parish, 
La., wired Henry M. Baker, national 
director of disaster relief for the Red 
Cross, asking field workers and sup- 

lies. 

A field worker has been dispatched 
from Baton Rouge to Clark in Caldwell 
parish, where a refugee camp has been 
established. The population of the 
camp is now 1,000, but Chairman 
Johnston said it would reach 5,000 in 
24 hours. 


Airplanes Aid Rescues. 


Personnel of other concentration 
camps was augmented today as the re- 
lief machine moved to care for added 
thousands of refugees. Many boats and 
airplanes roved the inundated terri- 
tory, engaged in fescue work, hauling 
supplies and bearing relief workers to 
new points.

It was estimated by officials that the 
break would result in the early inunda-" 
tion of cae et 2,000 additional 
Square miles of territory in Madison, 
Tensas, East Carroll, West Carroll, 
Morehouse, Franklin, Richland, Cata-

Immediately upon receiving word of 
the break, Dictator Parker directed that 
rescue and relief operations be con- 
ducted from Vicksburg and Natchez, 
with additional craft sent from here 
if they should be needed.

sidered the emergency situation there 
virtually was passed. The number of 
refugees in the refugee concentration 
camps had not been tabulated at head- 
quarters here, but it was estimated that 
about 12,000 were in Monticello alone. 

With citizens of Dumas, Gould, Wal- 
nut Lake and McGehee returning to 
their homes, the population of several 
refugee camps may be reduced, al- 
though many of these people have never 
been in the concentration centers but 
waited out the flood with relatives on 
the ridges. 

North of Memphis, at New Madrid, 
Mo,, and Hickman, Ky., boats continued 
to scour outlyirs districts for marooned 
people and carried food and supplies 
to 250° persons who elected to remain 
stranded in their homes in order that 
they might guard their belongings. 


Health Conditions Good. 


Health conditions in southeastern 
Arkansas remained good, it was said at 
headquarters today, but with flood 
waters already receding, urgent meas- 
ures were under way to safeguard the 
nealth of the communities in the wake 
of the flood. 

While some rescue work continued in 
the Mississippi delta lake and men were 
still topping levees along a stretch of 
the eastern bank of the Yazoo, most 
attention has been turned to moving 
refugees out of temporary concentra- 
tion points. within the flooded districts 
to higher ground outside the basin. 
Food supplies were said to be plentiful, 
and most places and some stores have 
opened for business in Greenville, Miss., 
the worst hit by the flood of all delta 
towns. 

Gov. Dennis Murphree of Mississippi: 
arrived in Greenville on the steamer 
Tollinger today for an inspection of 
refugee camps and the flooded town. 
He was accompanied by several other 
State officials.

A diver was sent 
down into the swirling waters to plant 
dynamite for the blowing up of the 
batture in front of the break which 
has prevented the full force of the 
river from page into the opening, 
and while these operations went for- 
ward, the Louisiana-New Orleans com- 
mission named to fix reparations for 
the thousands who have exiled them- 
selves from St. Bernard and Plaquem- 
ines parishes in the interest. of the 
greater numbers of New Orleans held 
an Organization meeting and officially 
promised full compensation for the 
damaged homes and other property. 

Both the people and business inter- 
ests of the Mississippi valley were 
heartened today by pronouncements 
by President Coolidge that Dwight 
Davis, War Secretary, would visit the 
flood area with Secretary Hoover so as 
to hasten preparation of plans of army 
engineers for future flood protection 
on the Mississippi. 


People Are Heartened. 


A similar assurance of early action 
in this direction was given to Senator 
Ransdell, of Louisiana, by Mr. Cool- 
idge, who also telegraphed the senator 
that the Federal government would do 
everything it possibly could toward re- 
habilitation work in the flooded areas. 

Besides rushing craft to the scene of 
the break in Madison parish, Dictator 
Parker was distributing his § great 
supply of craft at other strategic points 
on the lower river of which Baton 
Rouge is the center. Forty-eight flat- 
bottom river boavs, each with a ca- 
pacity of from fifteen’ to twenty 
passengers will be concentrated at 
Lutcher, south of the capital, with an- 
other fieet of the same size assembled 
at Lakeland, about the same distance 
north of Baton Rouge.

Cross Reports. 


COOLIDGE ORDERS: WAR 
SECRETARY TO AREA HIT 


Addresses on Relief Are to Be 
Given in 46 Theaters 
of the City. 


The campaign of the Red Cross to 
raise an additional $5,000,000 for flood 
relief, the amount having been doubled 
by presidential proclamation, got off to 
& good start yesterday with country- 
wide contributions of $5,489,929 re- 
ported. 

Washington kept pace with the re- 
mainder of the country in the ambi- 
tious drive to attain the $10,000,000 
goal. Local collections, according to 
Victor Deyber, chairman of the local 
disaster committee, had passed well be- 
yond the $60,000 mark. by last night. 

The now established $10,000,000 
fund is double the amount asked for 
Florida hurricane relief. However, it 
exactly equals the amount asked for 
Japanese relief, and which was over- 
subscribed by 1,000,000. Since the 
Mississippi flood affects the country 
directly, the fund asked by the Red/| 
Cross should be oversubscribed by a 
far greater sum. The 10,000,000 is in 
reality a mere pittance compared to 
what is needed properly to rehabili- 
tate 250,000 flood victims. It would 
require perhaps 100 times this sum to 
repair the flood’s destruction. 

President Coolidge yesterday turned 
his gttention to the matter of legis- 
lation to prevent future flood disas- 


ters, all governmental agencies avail-| 


able having been pressed into service 
for flood relief. 


Orders Davis to Go. 


He ordered Secretary of War Davis 
to accompany Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover when he leaves for the flood 
zone again tomorrow, and to put the 
army enginers to the task of making a 
survey in cooperation with the Missis- 
sippi river commission. The joint re- 
port, the President beleves, will be of 
inestimable value to Congress at the 
next session when the matter of flood 
legislation is brought up for considera- 
tion.

NATIONS CONFORMING 
TO LEADERSHIP OF U. S. 


itn |President Sees No Need for 


New Note—MacMurray 
Not to Quit. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

President Coolidge’s policy with re- 
spect to China in general and the Nan- 
king incident in particular has brought 
about abandonment by other interested 
foreign powers of the aggressive mili- 
tary program they have had under 
consideration some time. Instead of 
following the recommendations of the 


Peking diplomats, Great Britain, France, 


Japan and Italy have decided to re- 
consider the whole question with a 
view to making their views conform to 
the leadership taken by the Unijted 
States. 

The above-mentioned facts appeared 
yesterday to be the outstanding fea- 
tures of the, Chinese problem. Officials 
here did not openly state that America’s 
position was being harmonized with 
the positiens taken by the other pow~ 
ers, nor was there any outward hint 
that American leadership had become 
the determining factor in the after- 
math of the Nanking affair. 

But enough was learned from the 
most authoritative sources to show that 
governments concerned are now deal- 
ing with each other along lines laid 
down by the President and Mr. Kellogg, 
his Secretary of State. 


Facts for Readers. 


The President. permitted it to become 
known to the White House correspon- 
dents after yesterday’s Cabinet meet- 
ing, that certain facts should, in Mr. 
Coolidge’s opinion, be made known to 
the readers of American newspapers. 
These may be summarized as follows: 

First—The President sees no reason 
for another note to the Chinese na- 
tionalist government on the Nanking 
incident at present. 

Second—tThe other powers have not 
agreed among themselves that a-second 
note should be sent at this time, even 
though their representatives in the 
Peking diplomatic corps may have 
reached such an agreement. 

Third—American Minister MacMur- 
ray is not going to resign and reports 
to the contrary which emanate from 
certain Chinese quarters and find their 
way into the columns of American 
newspapers, must not be _lven any more 
credit than other misleading reports 
which reach here from the same sources 
and which have come to the President’s 
attention. 

The White House warning against the 
flow of interventionist propaganda 
which comes chiefly’=jom Shangihal, 
supplements a similar warning which 
Secretary Kellogg gave to the press a 
few days ago. 


Seek to Involve Uhited States. 


The Secretary did not authorize pub- 
lication of the statement he made, but 
the gist of it was that a certain or- 
ganization in Shanghai and certain in- 
terested persons were endeavoring at all 
costs to involve the United States in 
the present maelstrom of China’s inter- 
nal troubles. 

In other words, Shanghai has become 
a hotbed of British-inspired foreign in- 
terventionists who desire to see America 
and Great Britain force aggressive war 
upon 430,0000,000 people of China, seize 
territory, seal up ports and endeavor to 
run the.country by means of bombard- 
ment and military oppression. 

Scarcely a day passes, it is noted, 
without signs of this propaganda. Un- 
confirmed and ‘false reports about new 
dangers to foreigners, new attacks on 
foreign lives. and property are cabled 
here, it is stated, while a systematic ef- 
fort is apparently being made to inter- 
pret every development as an added 
reason for aggressive joint British- 
American action. 

Which particular reports came to Mr. 
Coolidge’s personal notice in such man- 
ner as to cause him to believe the read- 
ers of American newspapers should be 
warned, was not divulged at the White 
House yesterday, but the fact that such 
roports had been noted by the President 
was emphasized to the newspaper men. 


Does Not Expect Credence. 


The President was represented as be- 
ing entirely out of sympathy with any 
plan whereby America’s position in a 
matter of foreign policy was explained 
or interpreted by foreign sources and, 
accordingly, Mr. Coolidge does not ex- 
pect Americans to place any credence 
in such interpretations. 

It was in line with this propaganda 
that reports were widely circulated 
from Shanghai and elsewhere that 
American Minister MacMurray was 
about to resign because the United 
States. government would not follow 
his advice and join the powers in a

DISPATCH REITERATES 


Diplomats in Chinese Capital 
Again Confer on the 
Hankow Note. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Shapghal, May 3.—Charles J. Fox, 
the American vattorney at Tientsin, 
whose home is at Washington, D. C., 
has been retained for the purpose of 
making a legal defense for the Rus- 
sians who were arrested by Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin in the recent soviet em- 
bassy raid, also Mme. Borodin and three 
Russian couriers who were kidnaped at 
Nanking several weeks ago by Gen. 
Chang Chung-Chang, the fengtien 
tupan of Shantung province. 

Mme. Borodin, who is a Chicago 
woman, and the couriers were taken to 
Peking today under an escort of 30 
fengtien soldjers. Owing to the decla- 
ration by Marshal Chang of his inten- 
tion to try the Russians in a military 
court, similar to the court in which 
the Chinese alleged communists who 
were executed by strangulation last 
week, were tried, the attorney sent a 
telegrahped statement to Shanghai to- 
day urging--influential foreigners and 
Chinese to demand either the release 
of the Russians or that they be given a 
fair, normal trial. e 

Regarding the Russian embassy offi- 
clals who were arrested in Peking, Mr. 
Fox stated that they are immune to ar- 
rest under the international law grant- 
ing diplomatic immunity, and it is inj- 
perative that pressure be exerted on 
Marshal Chang, demanding a fair trial 
The issues involves rights of foreigners 
residing in China without extraterri- 
torial privileges, If Marshal Chang rail- 
roads the Russians to death without 
trial he thereby proves. that China is 
not ready for the abolition of the extra- 
territorality.

Insists MacMurray Quit. 


London, May 3 (By A. P.).—An Ex- 
change Telegraph dispatch from Tokyo 
says that dispatches from Peking state 
that John Van A. MacMurray, Ameri- 
can Minister to China, has resigned. 

The dispatch, which deals with the 
relations of the powers growing out of 
their attitude to China, is as follows: 

“Opinion in Japan is puzzled by re- 
ports from Peking indicating that the 
United States has -completely with- 
drawn from cooperating with the pow- 
ers in China and will follow an en- 
tirely independent course. 

“Dispatches from Peking state that 
American Minister MacMurray has re- 
signed, indicating that he is not in 
agreement with’ the policy announced 
from Washington. 

“The Japanese point out that Amer- 
ica’s decision draws America and Japan 
closer, because Japan throughout has 
been opposed to aggression or the im- 
posing of penalties for the Nanking 
and Hankow incident. 

“The government unequivocally re- 
pudiates reports from China of an ap- 
proaching Anglo-Japanese offensive al- 
lance in China directed against Rus- 
sia.”

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TO THE SOUTHWARD. 


The interdependence of the American repub- 
- lics in the matter of commerce was brought into 
sharp relief in President Coolidge’s address 
last night to the third Pan-American commer- 
cial conference. The United States has be- 


come the chief consumer of the raw materials 
of the southern republics, and they are be- 
coming greater consumers every year of 
American manufactured products. About 20 
per cent of the immense total of American 
exports goes to American republics, and about 
40 per cent of all exports from those republics 
‘comes to the United States. 

In this exchange the southern republics enjoy 
a balance of trade that amounted to $1,587,- 
000,000, or 37 per cent, in the last five years. 
The United States bought of them $5,068,000,- 
000 worth of goods and sold to them $3,781,- 
000,000 worth. The United States leads all 
other countries in sales to South America, and 
for many years has been the best customer of 
the southern republics. Its purchases are 200 
per cent more than those of Great Britain, the 
nearest competitor. Europe takes more bread- 
stuffs and animal products than are taken by 
the United States, but this country buys most 
of the raw material, tropical and semitropical 
foods, copper, hides, wool, oil, cane sugar, 
coffee, mineral oil, molasses, chicle, nitwtate, 
bananas, that are produced in the southern 
countries. 
As the southern republics increase in popu- 
lation and productiveness, commerce between 
them ard the United States may be expected to 
reach @normous proportions. ‘Those countries 


-- gbound in natural wealth. Their products do 


not compete with those of the United States, 
but on the contrary the United States is an in- 
satiable consumer of all that they can produce. 
The development of better steamship connec- 
tions is mentioned by President Coolidge, as 
well as the improvement of highways which 
are beginning to link the two continents to- 
gether. Travel stimulates business. The vast 
southern countries invite Americans to visit 
them, to make investments there, and to buila 
up better communications. The best and 
greatest field for American enterprise lies to 
the southward. 


FINGERPRINTS, 


The Department of Justice has just made 
public the fact that nearly 17,000 fingerprints 
were received by its division of identification 


during the month of March from municipal 
police departments throughout the country. 
During the week just passed nearly 3,500 
fingerprint records were received. 

The information is contained in a bulletin 
which also calls attention to the little known 
fact that the division of identification is essen- 
tially a national clearing house of police in- 
formation. Calling upon individual chiefs of 


--~ police for the fullest possible cooperation, the 


bulletin points out further that if a chief of 
police submits to the bureau a request for data 
concerning a criminal whose identity is not 
fully known and refrains from submitting data 
regarding those of whose identity he is fully 
cognizant, the chief of police of another city 
may at a later date be disappointed in attempt- 
ing to obtain information regarding this same 
criminal. In other words, the success of the 
clearing house depends upon the cooperation 
of police officials in all cities in sending, as 
well as requesting, information. 

It would seem that chiefs of police would 
have no difficulty in grasping the truth of the 
statement, and that the value of a clearing 
house of this sort would be such as to make 
all police officials want to cooperate fully. The 
erlminal usually is a wanderer. He plies his 
trade in a community until he realizes that 
there is danger of his identity becoming known, 
then moves on to another less dangerous 
ground. Unless his record is on file in a cen- 
tral office, where it will be readily available, 
he has the better of the battle of wits he con- 
tinually wages with police authorities.

INTERAMERICAN AIR TRANSPORT. 


Assistant Secretary of Commerce McCracken, 
in an address delivered before the third Pan- 
American commercial conference, has pre- 
dicted the early establishment of an inter- 
American air transport line feeding all the 
main arteries of commerce among the 21 re- 


publics of the western hemisphere. The air 
lines which terminate in Southern cities of the 
United States offer a real opportunity for es- 
tablishment of routes to Latin America, Al- 
though there are more than 13,000 miles of 
airways in operation in this hemisphere, less 
than 3,000 miles.are used in inter-American 
commerce. But, added Mr. McCracken, be- 
fore these can be extended into a system of 
international air navigation, it will be neces- 
sary for the members of the Pan-American 
Union to come to an agreement so that air- 
craft may fly from one country to another 
without hindrance. 

In all probability this will be an accom- 
plishment of the near future, for the inter- 
American commercial aviation commission is 
now meeting jointly with the commercial con- 
ference. After the conference adjourns the 
commission will set about the task of forming 
a convention for the easy intercourse of com- 
mercial planes. When this is adopted, Mr. 
McCracken feels that air commerce between 
the nations of the hemisphere will expand with 
rapidity, until finally commercial air lines will 
lie along most of the 20,000-mile route just 
completed by the Good Will fliers. 

The stage stems to be well set for this lat- 
est development. ‘Travel and commerce be- 
tween the two continents is considerable, 
Business will welcome an increase in the 
speed of transport. Residents of the United 
States finally have awakened to the wonder of 
the new agency, and are ready to accept it 
as an every-day method of communication. 
The South American countries have fresh in 
their national consciousnesses the yisit of the 
Good Will emissarfes, who were. also, un- 
wittingly, emissaries of trade. Ratification of 
a free intercourse agreement will be the final 
preparation. Once that has been compieted, 
the commercial airplane will become another 
agency to tie the two Americas inseparably 
together. 


DRAMA LEAGUE IN STRAITS, 


That public apathy and indifference to 
worthy causes, which has been so often com- 
mented upon and received deserved castizga- 
tion, appears to be threatening, among other 
things, the success of the Little theater move- 
ment. The New York branch of the Drama 


league, a playgoers’ organization, has been 
prominent for several years in support of that 
movement. It has also had many other activ- 
ities, including an information and critical 
service on current plays, so that its members 
might be encouraged to patronize the worth- 
while ones and only them. It also publishes 
a weekly, the Drama Calendar. Yet, for lack 
of support, this worthy organization, which 
has done sO much good and is capable of do- 
ing so much more, is in danger of dissolution. 
Its president has announced that unless 5,000 
new members are enrolled and $5,000 added 
to its treasury by the time of the annual meet- 
ing on May 17, the league will be disbanded. 

Already many of its efforts for a better 
drama have been either seriously crippled or 
have had to be abandoned. Its afternoon lec- 
tures, its Drama Book Shop, and its informa- 
tion service for the Little theaters of the 
country have been relinquished to other bodies. 
For some years it. has not been able to pay 
more than half its expenses from its member- 
ship of 5,000, the other -half coming from 
donations made by its officers, directors, and 
other individuals, In such cases, there in- 
evitably comes a time when these extraordi- 
nary sources of supply dry up.° Apparently 
that time has now come for the New York 


Drama league, for its president, Mrs. Arthur | 


Murray Dodge, declares as follows: 


The directors now. feel that, unless 
there is a membership of at least 10,000, 
this audience organization is in no posi- 
tion to give effective support to the plays 
which satisfy the discriminating New 
York public, but which must struggle for 
survival with the plays which have the 
more immediate popular appeal. 


Any organization that makes for a better 
drama, of which tke Little theater is at pres- 
ent the most obvious encourager and exponent, 
deserves large and enthusiastic support from 
the public. It is, therefore, to be hoped that 
the New York Drama league will not be al- 
lowed to die, but that the revelation of its 
condition will bring in new members in such 
numbers as will enable it to carry on on an 
even more extensive scale the good work on 
which it has hitherto been Te) arene? en- 
gaged.. 


GRADING MUTTON AND LAMB. 


-The bureau of agricultural economics, of the 
Department of Agriculture, is trying to for- 
mulate rujes for the guidance of purchasers of 
meat supplies under which the housewife may 
be assured that she gets what she asks for. 
First, the bureau, with the cooperation of the 
packers and dealers, has established a method 


of marking beef so that the buyer may know

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COMBINING RADIO STATIONS. 

Rear Admiral W. H. G. Bullard, chairman 
of the Federal radio commission, has sug- 
gested the possibility of combining fvuur or 
five radio stations into a single station, each 


individual station, however, retaining its own 


identity and call letters. In a city in which 
are located four or five stations, for instance, 


all with low power, all dividing time and all 
finding it difficult to secure adequate pro- 
gram material, one large high-powered sta- 
tion might be established to operate on fuil 
time, with each of the small former broad- 
casters paying his share of the expense and 
retaining his call letters for certain hours as- 
‘sfgned to him, . 

The plan has much to commend it. For 
the broadcaster it means lowered costs and 
better results. For the listener it means 
better service and less confusion. In addi- 
tion it will permit the broadcaster to retain 
his identity on the air and will enable him 
to continues to receive the publicity value of 
his call letters. 

Aside from these conaiderations, however. 
the plan.is economically sound. A broadcast- 
ing station costs a considerable sum of money, 
and to obtain the best returii from this capi- 
tal investment it is necessary. to operate dur- 
ing as many of the 24. hours as possible. 
Equipment ‘which is operated on a limited 
time schedule earns no return while it is 
standing idle, although depreciation and over- 
head goes on relentlessly. The commission’s 
plan would mean fewer individual stations, 
but all of them working all the time, a genu- 
ine step forward, 


PASSING OF HOME BREW. 


During 1926, 44 establishments manufactur- 
ing cork products turned out goods to an ag- 
gregate value of more than $34,000,000, as 
against $29,000,000 by 45° establishments in 
1925. The goods produced may be classified 
roughly into five groups: Cork stpppers, cork 


disks and specialties, insulation products such 
as cork board and ground cork, cork flooring 
and bottle caps. Ten million more feet of cork 
board were manufactured in.1926 than in 1925, 
and only about 35,000 less square feet of cork 
flooring. The value of disks and specialties 
nearly doubled during the same period, Pro- 
duction of cork stoppers, however, increased 
only 31,000 during the period and that of 
crown bottle caps decreased almost 3,750,000. 

In view of the fact that there is no uni- 
versally acceptable substitute for either “corks’’ 
or crown caps the figures may be taken as sig- 
nificant. It may be taken for granted that the 
use of bottles for medicine and household com- 
modities does not fluctuate greatly over a com- 
paratively short period. The increase in pro- 
duction of cork stoppers is negligible, and the 
heavy decrease in production of crown caps can 
mean but one thing. The American public 
must be consuming a smaller quantity of soft 
drinks, 

It should be remembered, however, that with 
the advent of prohibition the great Amerian 
home brewing industry sprang up. Some ofthe . 
product was good to drink—most of it, how- 
ever, was not. The home brewing industry 
used thousands of crown caps annually and the 
decrease in production may mean merely that 
amateur brewers have given up in disgust, 
realizing finally that the art of brewing was 
not for them to master. If so, a desirable re- 
form has come to pass, for good hops and 
yeast and sugar should never have been wasted 
in the production of what many of these 
amateurs insisted upon calling a beverage. 


SCIENTIFIC HOUSEKEEPING, 


A group of New York women has organized 
@ company to be known as Scientific House- 
keeping, Inc., in an effort to obtain trained 
household employes and to elevate domestic 
service to the dignity of a profession. A test 
kitchen and training school will be established, 
where domestic workers will be required to 
qualify before they are declared to be eligible 
for service. The company will furnish em- 
ployes to any who agree to live up to the regu- 
lations, and will place servants with the under- 
standing that they are to receive a certain 
salary for ‘a’maximum number of hours’ labor 
a day, with a fixed rate of pay for overtime. 
They will live and take their meals out un- 
less another arrangement is made, in which 
case they will pay an agreed upon sum for 
board and lodging. Thus the servant will live . 
and wérk exactly as the office, store or factory 
worker. 

The progress of this novel organization will 
be watched with interest throughout the 
country. For.years heads of households have 
been complaining about the servant problem, 
but this is the first collective attempt to do 
anything about it. From the standpoint of 
the master of the house, it represents a credita- 
ble effort to supply a definite need, entered:

The 
majority reports in mor* than o. ° in- 
stance were absolutely diametrically 
opposed to each other. 

Thus we have, in the instance of the 
civic groups, the classical illustration 
of an irresistible force and an immov- 
able « bject doing the impossible—and 
against the kindly advice based on the 
experience of one who for twenty years 
was a leader in Congress. 

The trade grdups have been eminent 
ly successful in getting through certalz 
District bills, or preventing others. 
Shall the civic groups continue to spe 
through two groups that have on man 
occasions presented to Congress om 
posing recommendations? 

Either the Federation of Citizens As- 
sociations should be the “spokesman 
or the advisory council. Only one ma 
speak, if.organized citizenship expect 
to get satisfactory action in Congress,

Argentine Society Head Tells 
Pan-American Group Serv- 
ice Has Become Onerous. 


MACCRACKEN ADVOCATES 
TRANSPORTATION MOVE 


Founding of Brazil Occasion 
for Tribute at After- 
noon Session. 


The United States, occupying the po- 
sition of creditor nation to its South 
American neighbors, has made the pay- 
ment of their debts too difficult 
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through the raising of a high tariff bar- 


tier, Louls De Pau, president of the 


Argentine society, declared in an ad- 


dress before the third Pan-American 
‘commercial conference yesterday in the 


Pan-American union building. 

“The United States became our 
creditor country after the war, but to 
make use Of its financial service we 
can not send our products here because 
of the high customs duties which have 
been imposed,” Mr. De Pau declared. 

“Because of this hindrance.we are 
obliged to send out cattle and agricul- 


| tural porducts to European countries, 


where prices are low because of the 
competition of an oversupply. The real 
cost of the financial services of the 
United States is becoming very onerous 
for us. These debts must be paid for 
by merchandise which has depreciated 
in price. It is only natural for us to 
prefer as a creditor nation that which 
allows easy entrance of Argentine prod- 
ucts.” 

Frederico Alfonzo Pezet, former Peru- 
vian Ambassador to the United States, 
took exception to the common practice 
of this country of grouping all of the 
South American peoples together as 
Latin-Americans and referring to the 
nations as Latin-American countries. 


Pictures Air Lines. 
Peace and prosperity to the peoples 


of this hemisphere would be assured 


with the establishment of an inter- 
American air transport line, which 


| would feed all the commercial arteries 


between the 21 republics of South, Cen- 
tral and North America, William P. 
MacCracken, Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce for Aeronautics, told the 
conference. 

A tribute was paid to Brazil during 
the closing moments of the afternoon 
session, when the delegates responded 
to a rising vote in commemoration of 
the 427th anniversary of the founding 
of the nation. Ambassador S. Gurgel do 
Amaral, of Brazil, responded with a 
brief speech of appreciation on behalf 
of the nation and offered a motion ex- 
pressing profound sympathy at the 
deaths of Capt. Harold Wooley and 
Lieut.. John W. Benton, Pan-American 
fliers, who were killed in Buenos Aires. 

Joseph P. Grace, president of the W. 
R. Grace & Co. of New York city, and 
Frank C. Munson, president of the 
Munson Steamship line of New York 
city, gave addresses. The general topic 
of the sessions was devoted to trans- 
portation and inter-American com- 
merce. 

Predicts Air System. 


“With the cooperation between. the 
business and industrial leaders of our 
respective countries, we may look for- 
ward in the near future to the estab- 
lishment of a system of airways along 
a large portion of the 20,000-mile route 
flown by the Pan-American army fliers, 
who, with their message of good will, 
carried also a prophecy of commercial 
air transport to come,” Secretary Mac- 
Cracken declared. 

The growth of commerce dethands 
more and better facilities of transpor- 
tation, and aviation holds the answer 
to these requirements, he declared. An 
experimental line has been established 
from Buenos Aires to Pernambuco, 
while commercial aviation is also be- 
ing carried on in Honduras, Colombia, 
Chile, Brazil, Argentina, Bolivia, Mexi- 
co and Venezuela, and “these lines 
constitute the nucleus of a great sys- 
tem of inter-American highways,” he 
added. 

Transportation between the United 
States and the west coasts of South 
and Central America was shown. to be 
increasing the number of passenger and 
freight vessels in the address of Mr. 
Grace. 

The address of Mr. Munson described 
the increasing transportation along the 
east coast of the Latin fepublics and 
this country. 

Before the close of the morning ses- 
sion Matthew Woll, member of the 
American Federation of Labor executive 
committee, introduced a resolution on 
behalf of the American delegation urg- 
ing consideration at future conferences, 
the improving of material standards 
of life and labor of the masses of the 
respective countries. It was adopted. 

Roy D. Chapin, president of the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Com- 
mercé, described the improvement in 
roadways in this hemisphere. H. H. 
Rice, of Detroit, on behalf of the High- 
way board of education, invited the 
delegates to make a tour of the in- 
dustrial centers of this country. The 
trip, which would consume two weeks, 
will be held shortly after the close of 
the conference and will enable the 
delegates to see Pittsburgh, Akron, 
Ohio, Chicago, Detroit and other cit- 
ies. 


John W. Weeks Left 
$1,221,507 Estate

An emergency or national may 
require some different treatment, but 
undr normal conditions trade should 
rely on its own resources and should, 
therefore, belong to the province of 
private enterprise. 


International Trade. 


It is our conclusion that while gov- 
€rnment should encourage international 
trade and provide agencies for investi- 
gating and re ting conditions, those 
who are act t 
action of necessarily 
make their own contacts and establish 
their own markets. 

There is scarcely any nation that is 
sufficient unto itself. The conven- 
lence and necessity of one people in- 
evitably are served by the natural re- 
sources, climatic conditions, skill and 
creative power of other peoples. This 
is the sound basis of international 
trade, This diversity of production 
makes it possible for one country to 
exchange its commodities for those of 
anqther country to the mutual advan- 
tage of both. It is this element that 
gives stability and permanence to for- 
eign commerce. It contributes to sat- 
isfying wants and needs, and so be- 
comes a help to all who are engaged 
in it. 


The civilizing influence of commerce 
has often been noted. An exchange 
of commodities always results in an 
exchange of ideas. The _ railroad, 
steamship, telegraph, telephone, and 
now the airplane, have all reached 
their highest development as instru- 
mentalities of trade. As law and or- 
der and secutity are absolutely neces- 
sary for industrial and commercial life, 
international exchange of large dimen- 
sions becoms one of the strongest 
guarantiies of peace. 


Commerce Reallocated. 


The last half of the century has seen 
a very material reallocation of the com- 
merce of the western hemisphere. In 
its beginning we were all largely de- 
pendent on Europe for a market for 
our raw materials and for a consider- 
able supply of manufactured articles. 
This condition is very much changed. 
The United States has become the chief 
r-arket for the raw materials of the 
southern republics, while on their part 
they have turned to us for a supply 
of manufactured commodities. 

Since our sister republics became 
independent this trade has greatly in- 
creased. In 1830, nearly a hfindred 
years ago, the value of both exports 
and imports amounted to about $25,- 
000,000; 50 years later it had reached 
more than $200,000,000, only a little 
less than ten times as much; and dur- 
ing the last ten years it has averaged 
not far from $2,000,000,000, again in- 
creasing almost tenfold in 50 years. In 
the hundred years, or a little less, the 
increase has been nearly a hundred- 
fold. 

In this exchange of commodities this 
country has, as is known, purchased 
far more from them than they have 
p. ‘chased from us, or, in other words, 
the visible balance of- trade has been 
in their favor. During the last five 
years our purchases have amounted to 
a total of $5,068,000,000 and our sales 
to $3,781,000,000, showing a difference 
of $1,387,000,000, or an excess of about 
34 per cent. For the century the excess 
would be greater, probably by more 
than 40 per cent. 


U. S. Chief Purchaser. 


Not only has this country purchased 
more than it has sold, but it has long 
been the chief foreign purchaser of 
their products. During the twelve 
years ending with 1925, the only years 
for which complete statistics are avail- 
able, this country’s share of their ex- 
ports has averaged nearly 40 per cent. 
This is more than 200 per cent of the 
portion taken by Great Britain, the 
nearest competitor, and nearly 30 per 
cent above that taken by Great Britain, 
France and Germany combined, the 
three next most important purchasers. 

In the import trade of the southern 
republics the United States has also, 
though more recently, come to occupy 
the leading position. In 1900 the im- 
ports of all these countries, collectively 
considered, from Great Britain were 
about equal to their imports from the 
United States and Germany combined, 
which last two countries were on about 
an even footing. From 1900 to 1910 the 
United States gained rapidly, and since 
1913 has remained in the lead in the 
collective imports of all Latin-America. 

In the countries north of Panama 
the commercial importance of the 
Jnited States has, because of greater 
proximity and greater diversity of prod- 
ucts, been much greater than in those 
to the south. Even prior to 1890 im- 
ports into Mexico, Cuba, and Central 
America were almost uniformly greater 
from the United States than from any 
other couniry. 


Imports Compared. 


Up to the year 1913 South America 
still imported more from Great Britain 
and more from Germany than from 
the United States. Since that time the 
United States has reached and main- 
tained the first position in the import 
trade of South America just as it has 
mantain the lead in the import 
trade of all American republics. 

While America is not the chief mar- 
ket for breadstuffs and animal prod- 
ucts of these countries, it is and must 
be the chief market for industrial raw 
material, tropical and semitropical 
foods, copper, hides, wool, oil, cane 
sugar and coffee. This trade must come 
to our market just as certainly as the 
trade of Texas, Kansas or Connecticut 
must find its chief outlet in our do- 
mestic market. 

Such articles as mineral oils, mo- 
lasses, chicle, nitrate, bananas, coffee 
and refined copper, find almost 100 per 
cent of their market in this country, 
while sugar and lead products come 
close to 85 per cent. While on the 
other hand, naturally, these countries 
do not take anywhere near so large a 
proportion of our total exports as we 
take of theirs, yet in many articles it 
runs about 30 per cent and its total 
for 1926 was almost $882,000,000, or 
about 20 per cent of our entire ex- 
ports. 

This is a vast sum, both iff exports 
and imports, and of great importance 
to our southern neighbors and to our- 
selves in its financial effeet and in its 
enormous humanizing influence. 


Transportation Required. 


A prime requisite of commerce is 
transportatjon. On account of location 
and cost most of our trade to the 
south is carried on by shipping. 

In the last few years these facilities 
have been both increased and improved. 
Boats which are comfortable and com- 
modious run from New York to Peru 
in 12 days and to Chile in 20 days, 
while on the east coast the Argentine 
is reached in 20 days and Brazil in 12 
days. At least once each week, some- 
times oftener, there are sailings to 
Caribbean ports. This fine passenger 
service has brought people ectly to 
America who formerly came here by 
way of European ports. In addition to 
this a very extensive freight service has , 
been built up.

Engineer- 
ing feats have taken these railroads 
over high mountain ranges that seemed 
impossible. The highways, with the 
introduction of motor trucks, is be- 
coming an importan’ adjunct to the 
railroads in our own country and in 
all the republics to the south. 


Methods Developed. 


Modern methods of construction have 
been so highly developed in building 
our highways that our road machinery 
is in great demand, and the desire for 
information and education on this sub- 
ject has become so widespread as to 
call together great international con- 
ferences. 

Supplementing other methods of 
travel, both by sea and land, is the 
development of aviation. While this 
has not reached the stage at which It 
becomes a very important factor in 
international commerce, yet where 
speed is necessary in carrying travelers. 
perishable articles, or mail, it holds 
promising possibilities. 

Not only transportation, but com- 
munication, is necessary to commercial 
interchange. For this purpose we have 
the Pan-American postal agreement 
which makes the domestic rates on 
mail matter applicable to all the nations 


é nations of our two continents.

Our sister republics have resources of 
enormous value, and a constantly

It is the often declared and estab- 
lished policy of this government to 
use its resources not to burden them 


but to assist them; not to control 


them but to cooperate with them. It 
is the forces of sound thinking, sound 
government, and sound economics 
which hold the only hope of real prog- 
ress, real freedom, and real prosperity 
for the masses of the people, that 
need the constantly combined efforts 
of all the enlightened forces of society. 

Our first duty is to secure these re- 
sults at home, -but an almost equal 
obligation requires us to exert our 
moral influence to assist all the peoples 
of the Pan-American Union to provide 
similar agencies for themselves. Our 
Pan-American Union is creating a new 
civilization in these western republics, 
representative of all that is best in the 
history of the Old World. We must all 
cooperate in its advancement through 
mutual helpfulness, mutual confidence, 
and mutual forbearance.

nation's adults, at 5 per cent, this life 
value amounts to easily $2,400,000,000,- 
000, or to at least six times the aggre- 
gate of all the nation’s material wealth.” 

An optimistic note was sounded by 
John W. O'Leary, president of the 
chamber, at the opening of the first 
general session in the morning. Ameri- 
can business, he said, is getting away 
from purely sectional considerations 
and assuming a new attitude toward 
national questions. 

Haley Fiske, president of the Metro- 
oplitan Life Insurance Co., said that 
there was a growing understanding be- 
tween labor and capital. 

H. H. Rice, assistant to the president 
of the General Motors Co., declared 
that high wages are the result of high 
production. While it may be true that 
high wages mean greater purchasing 
power, he said, real wages must come 
in the long run out of production and 
can not exceed production. 


Leroy, A. Lincoln, general counsel of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., 
said that there was every evidence of a 
generally prosperous condition in this 
country, in a speech before the insur- 
ance session. He pointed out that the 
life insurance in force in the United 
States is upward of $80,000,000,000, and 
that 357 companies have assets of $12,- 
500,000,000 

Mark Graves, a member of the New 
York State tax commission, defended 
the mounting expenditures of States 
and municipalities, in a speech before 
the finance session. A people who can 
spend as much as Americans do, he 
said, and add $25,000,000,000 to their 
wealth yearly, can afford to pay $10,- 
000,000,000 for the advantages, benefits 
and blessings of government. 

A scintillating debate on the modern 
skyscraper, its advantages and disad- 
vantages, took place at the civic de- 
velopment session, the speakers being 
Harvey Wiley Corbett, who designed

With 
he fingers of the left hand, stretch 
he skin slightly, that is, pull it against 
he lines; then with the right hand put 
on the adhesive tape, again against the 
ines.

Dear Viola Paris: Please tell me what 
foods to eat in order to gain weight 
and still keep a fair complexion. I am 
red-haired and have a tender skin 
which is in bad condition at present. 
I am 15 years old, 5 feet 6 inches tall 
and weigh 115 pounds. When I eat 
rich foods in order to gain weight, my 
complexion suffers; when I eat vege- 
tables and liquid foods, I lose more 
weight. GLADYS R. 


Answer: The trouble is that you have 
confused rich foods -and nourishing 
foods. In order to gain weight, more 
nourishing foods should be taken, but 
these should not be in the form of 
rich and heavy foods, pastry, candy, &c. 
You should increase the amount of 
milk, cream, butter, eggs and cereals 
that you eat. At the same time do not 
overeat and do not forget to combine 
with the more fattening foods green 
vegetables and fresh fruits. There are 
many vegetables that help in putting 
on weight, such as potatoes, beans, 
peas, beets and other vegetables, es- 
pecially those that grow below the 
ground. These should be cooked with 
butter and milk. Between meals you 
can sip slowly a glass of half-and- 
half—that is, half milk and half cream. 
Take mild exercise every day in the 
open air, and get plenty of sleep every 
night. 

This advice also answers a similar 
question from “Blue Eyes.”

HE day for eating raw food is past. 
This applies especially to cow’s 
milk. Safe enough in the old 

days when the individual man had no 
neighbors and his cows never heard the 
low of alien herds, it is now too dan- 
gerous to be indulged in. 

There are-some advantages :n eating 
raw products, but those advantages can 
be preserved by practical methods It 
is said that in the lands where the 
beer flows the amber fluid is always 
pasteurized. The terms “raw whisky” 
refers to a product which has been 
heated, boiled, evaporated and distilled.

and marketed, and all the 
grape juice on the market has paid 
tribute to the genius of the great 
French scientist. 


But there are people who have a 
complex on pasteurization. When the 
word is mentioned they explode. Some 
have fits, and froth at the mouth. This 
group, and possibly many others, will 
be glad to know that there is a way out 
for them. They can get off the limb 
without having the mob howl. It is 
called the electrical method. It has 
been found to work in this country and 
abroad. It is a method of partially 
sterilizing milk without altering the 
vitamines, the cream line, or any of 
the other chemicals contained therein 
It kills tubercle bacilli, typhoid bacilli, 
and other ordinary disease producers, 
It kills about 80 per cent of all the 
bacteria which grow at the temperature 
of the human body. It kills some- 
where about 95 per cent of the germs 
which grow at ordinary room tempera- 
tures and under crdinary conditions. 
en oggg this it must kill a lot of bac- 
eria. 


In an investigation of raw milk made 
by Dr. Prescott it was found that in 
winter raw milk averaged about 200,000 
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| bacteria, and in summer 500,000 to 600,- 


000 bacteria to --hoc.c. Ac. c, is 
less than a yuarter of a teaspoonful. 

In the electrical treatment the milk 
is heated to a little more than blood 
heat. It is then filtered through cloth 
and passed into the tank where it is 
given the electrical treatment. After 
having electricity shot through it the 
milk is cooled and bottled. 


HORSEBACK? NOT FOR HIM. 

H. A. McE. writes: You can talk all 
you want to about horseback riding, 
but here’s one not old—onl;y 31 years— 
who would rather ride a street car with 
open windows or an automobile than 
ride horseback. 

In 1913, when only 18 years of age, 
I wanted to get on a railroad.as a con- 


ductor, but my brother and friends ad- 


vised me not to, as all conductors had 
kidney trouble, and I asked what gave 
them kidney trouble. They told me the 
jolting of the car and the rough riding 
was the cause. 

In 1919 I enlisted in the Northwest 
mounted police: Almost daily we had 
a ten-mile ride, longer or shorter as the 
case demanded. At times we galloped, 
other times we rode easy. During the 
year I served with them I always found 
riding a horse harder on the kidneys 
than any street car or auto I ever rode 
in. I own a tin pan auto myself and 
wouldn't trade it for the finest trotter. 

These old chaps would be better off 
on Shanks’ mare, say, for about 10 or 
12 miles a day. 

The only horseback riding I indulge 
in now is on the merry-go-round out 
at one of the parks in the summertime 
when I take the kids out.

You were wrong in your first premise. 
There is no proof that street car or rail- 
road men have more than their share 
of kidney trouble, or that jolting causes 
kidney trouble. 

Other than that, you may be right..I 
am sure taking the kids to the park 
is good for you.

| Planting Shrubs 


| Your Dog’s Food | 


= 


EAR JIMMY—No, I don’t know 
of any real reason why you 
shouldn’t set out most kinds of 
deciduous shrubs about the first of 
May, and have them grow and prosper. 
You must remember, though, that 
particular care needs to be taken with 
them, for even in the northern border 
States the season of active growth is at 
hand and its natural activities must 
be interfered with as little as possible. 
Attention to detail is now more impor- 
tant than ever. 
The great majority of shrubs like a 
rather light, well drained soil. Unless 
it is fairly rich, this should be brought 


up by the addition of bone meal or a+ 


little old manure dug in deeply. Over 
stimulation ought to be avoided, how- 
ever, especially during the first one or 
two seasons. 

When it comes to the actual plant- 
ing, shrubs should be set about 1 inch 
deeper than they were growing in their 
former sites, as indicated by the earth 
marks on théir shoots. Use young 
rather than heavy, matured stock if you 
want certainty of living rather than im- 
mediate effects, and if you are planting 
in exposed windy situations take the 
precaution of providing stakes or other 
suitable supports. 

It’s of such details as these that suc- 
cess is made—to twist a Shakespearean 
line rather. unpardonably. But then, 
al] good gardening demands small at- 
tention which the inexperienced planter 
is likely to. overlook,

upon simple, wholesome, nour- 

ishing fare as people are. They'll 
get sick if you feed them a lot of 
greasy, sloppy stuff, or quantities of 
candy, or the general contents of the 
garbage can. Plenty.of lean beef, either 
raw or slightly cooked; fresh fish, a 
fair amount of cereal, some thoroughly 
boiled green vegetables like carrots or 
spinach at every meal—these make up 
an ideal diet for nine dogs out of ten 
that have passed the age of. four or 
five months. Supplement this with a 
few pieces of crumbled white bread if 
you want to. And two or three times 
a week get a good-sized fresh beef bone 
from the butcher and give it to your 
dog to gnaw; it will give him a lot 
of satisfaction besides helping to keep 
his teeth and digestion in condition. 
Never give him poultry bones, though, 
or any other kind that brearse into 
sharp slivers. If he should swallow any 
of these spear-like. pieces there might 
be serious trouble. 

And here’s another point—mix the 
different kinds of food very thoroughly 
together—actually mash them into 
each other—so that particularly choice 
tid-bits can not be picked out and 
the rest of the meal left untasted. One 
great value of the foods I have suggest- 
ed is that they constitute a balanced 
diet, so your dog ought to eat all of 
them. It will be better for him, too, 
if his meals are luke-warm—never 
either hot or cold.

U. S. FEARS EFFECTS 
OF PROPOSED SUBSIDIES 


Report on the Conditions of 
Europe Urges Combines 
by Big Industries. 


Geneva, May 3 (By A. P.).—Every 
American business man and housewife 


may be affected favorably or adversely 
by the results of the international 
economic conference, which opens to- 
morrow under the presidency of M. 
Theunis, of Belgium. Delegates to the 
mumber of 1,500, representing 46 
countries, will be present, including the 
United States, Russia and Turkéy as 
honmembers of the League of Nations. 

Confident hope is expressed that with 
_ the help of Russia it will be possible to 
lay down a doctrine which will give 
new impetus to the economic recon- 
struction of Europe and stabilize world 
conditions. 

The etrength of the American dele- 
gation, which is headed by Henry M. 
Robinson, former member of the United 
States Shipping Board, and includes 
Norman H. Davis, former Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, impressed 
the delegations of other countries, and 
humerous efforts are being made to de- 
termine in advance the American atti- 
tude. 

The American delegation unofficially 
expressed the hope tonight to’ Presi- 
dent Theunis that the question of Eu- 
rope’s debts to the United States would 
not be raised during the conference. 
Should foreign delegates raise the ques- 
tion of interallied debts and emigra- 
tion, the Americans stand ready to re- 
ply defending both subjects. 

The immediate interest of Americans 
is how far the conference -will foster a 
policy creating international industrial 
cartels, or “selling combines,” which it 
is feared will endeavor to sell goods to 
America at a fixed monopolistic price 
that America would be forced to accept, 
while in the foreign markets the Ameri- 
can business man would lose the ad- 
vantage of being confronted by numer- 
ous competitors. 

American interests may also be en- 
dangered by the promotion of a policy 
of state subsidies to companies export- 
ing raw material the United States 
needs such as rubber and coffee. This 
would signify what is known as mass 
selling and experts believe that any at- 
tempt to choke America in this way 
would have to be met by mass buying, 
as was followed in the recent alleged 
rubber monopolization. 

A study by the League of Nations of 
important industries shows that where- 
as the volume of trade in other con- 
tinents equals or exceeds their pre war 
level, Europe, as a whole, still remains 
below this level and East Europe is as 
niuch as 40 per cent below. 

The league inquiry, made for the 
litcrnational economic conference, 
touched the industries of iron and steel, 
'%al, shipbuilding, chemicals, electrical 

cotton, silk and artificial 
Silk and reveals that there is a marked 
change in the relative industrial im- 
portance of America, Japan, India, Aus- 
tralia and other Pacific countries on the 
one hand and European the other. 

The report says that the war rein- 
forced the existing tendency for raw 
materials to be manufactured in the 
countries of production instead of be- 
ing sent to Europe for treatment and 
for world distribution in the form of 
finished goods. 

As remedies, the report recommends 
the conclusion of long-term commercial 
treaties, horizontal combinations among 
the same industries all over the world 
and vertical “rationalization” within 
each industry by standardization and 
. Classification of products and raw ma- 
terials. Other suggestions are for mar- 
keting agreements, international sta- 
bilization of production, and reorgani- 
zation of industries so 1s to eliminate 
inefficient factories.

ing of the kind, as James Johnston, the 
commission’s favorite manager, desires 
the championship bout for his fellow, 
Old Iron Mike McTigue, who was licked 
twice by Stribling. 


The customers wished to see — 
Stribling knocked out, because 
then they would have had -reason- 
able grounds for supposing that 
they would never again be plagued 
by a fighter who has boxed half a 
dozen main events indoors and out 
in these parts and never yet land- 
ed a ' punch that would knock a 
derby off a hatrack. 


He owes the customers about $150,000 
worth of prize fighting, but until he 
has been strewn upon his acrobatic 
spine, there will always be a danger 
that some absent-minded promoter will 
put him in the ring again for one more 
last chance to make good. 

Loughran is a nice looking boy. If 
Mr. Flo Ziegfeld or Mr. Jake Shubert 
had seen him first, he would never 
have been a prize fighter.

HILADELPHIA, Pa., May 3.—-That 
both Washington and Boston 
benefited by the recent trade 

which sent Buddy Myer, National short- 
stop, to the Red Sox in exchange for 
Emory Rigney, former Detroit star, was 
the opinion expressed today by Man- 
ager Bill Carrigan, when dissussing the 
deal. 

“Myer and Rigney are two fine ball 
players, and I honestly believe both 
clubs will benefit by the transaction,” 
said the Boston pilot. “Naturally I 
think we secured the best of the trade, 
as Rigney did not care to play in Bos- 
ton, and was of little service to the 
team from the start of the season, but 
with Washington he may perform in 
an entirely different manner.

Regan and Todt both are barley past 
their voting age, while Haney is’ more 
than 30.

Out of a population of half a million, 
less than 2,000 Washingtonians actually 
have sent their subscriptions to the 
District war memorial, and while as 
many more perhaps have contributed 
in small amounts at booths in stores, 
banks and theaters, “the surface has 
not been scratched.” This was the 
sense of the warning given to team 
workers yesterday when the report de- 
livered at the daily luncheon of team 
captains showed contributions of 
$8,032.21, bringing the total reached 
thus far in the campaign to slightly 
more than $18,000. 


The workers were told Washington is 
ready to give, as indicated in the widely 
varying sources from which contribu- 
tions have been received. But in order 
to attain the amount needed—#140,000 
—contributions must increase, it was 
stated. 

Today, “business employes” day in 
the cantpaign, will be marked by sub- 
scriptions to be taken in the business 
establishments of Washington. At the 
same time, booths will be opened in all 
the government departments to remain 
open the remainder of the week. Pre- 
paratory to “school children’s day,” to- 
morrow, Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superin- 
tendent of schools, has ordered that 
at 10:05 o’clock this morning all teach- 
ers will direct the attention of the pu- 
pils to the memorial campaign by 
reading a bulletin he has distributed, 
following which, and without further 
comment, a one-minute period of si- 
lence will be observed by the children 
in respect to the memory of the 535 
men and women of the District who 
lost their lives in the service and for 
whom the memorial is to 1> erected.

ROAD CHANGE IS STUDIED 


Further steps toward realizing the 
local United States engineering office’s 
project for a dock for heavy cargoes in 
this city were taken yesterday when 


representatives of that office submitted 
tentative plans for a quay and slip area 
along the Anacostia river from the 
navy yard to Buzzards point to the 
coordinating committee, National Capi- 
tal park and planning commission. 

No action was taken; the question 
whether a boulevard treatment should 
be arranged back of the slips and 
quays, or whether the entire area be 
laid out for purely commercial pur- 
poses, being taken under consideration. 

A complication regarding land titles 
was also discovered in the vicinity of 
the proposed improvement. The gov- 
ernment claims a point to the high 
water line of 1801, but since that time 
ivate property lines have been estab- 
lished on considerable land that has 
been created by filling, and the matter 
will be refefred to the Department of 
Justice for investigation. 

A change in the highway plan to 
provide a thoroughfare east of the 
United States Soldiers home was con- 
sidered. There is a movement among 
citizens to have North Capitol street ex- 
tended through the home property, but 
members of the committee are opposed 
to this, favoring the extension of a new 
street around the east of the property 
by way of Michigan avenue and Hare- 
wood road, to connect with North Capi- 
tol street north of the home. 

This roadway will be a convenience 
to people living north of the Soldiers 
home who’ have difficulty in getting to 
the central part of the city. The pro- 
jected route will be given further study 
before definite action is recommended. 
Preparation of a highway to connect 
with Fort Totten, best preserved of the 
civil war fortifications of Washington, 
was also tentatively considered. This 
tract is located north of the Soldiers 
home and east of Rock Creek cemetery.

TO BE REAR ADMIRAL 


Coolidge Signs Recommenda- 
tion of Board to Promote 
Civil Engineer. 

Capt. Frank T. Chambers, civil en- 


gineers corps, United States navy, pub- 


lic works officer of the Fourteenth naval 
district, Pearl harbor, Hawaii, has been 
selected for promotion to the rank of 
rear admiral. President Coolidge signed 
the recommendation of the selection 
board yesterday. He was born in Louis- 
ville, Ky., in 1870, and was graduated 
from Renssalaer Polytechnic institute, 
Troy, N. Y¥., in 1892, and folowing five 
years’ egineering work in civil life, was 
appointed a civil engineer in the navy 
in July, 1897.. 

His first duty was at the New York 
navy yard, following which he was de- 
tailed to construction of a coaling sta- 
tion at Samoa. He returned to this 
country in 19012 and served at the Phil- 
adelphia navy yard, with the bureau of 
yards and docks in this city, and on an 
investigation for a coaling station at 
Kiska harbor, Alaska. 

In January, 1916, he was detailed to 
the bureau of yards and docks until 
July, 1917, when he was detailed to 
Hampton Roads, Va., for construction 
of the naval base there. In January, 
1918, he was detailed to the United 
States Shipping Bord and studied port 
facilities abroad. In January, 1920, he 
was appointed consulting engineer on 
port facilities to the board of engineers 
for rivers and harbors of the War De- 
partment, advising on port development 
of all coasts of the United States and 
also on inland and river terminals.

GIANT SEARCHLIGHTS - 
THROUGH CITY TODAY 


Four Lamps for Antiaircraft 
War Are on Way to. 
Big Maneuvers. 


Four of the most powerful searchlights 
of the world will pass through this city 
today, when Battery A, Sixty-first coast 
artillery, antiaircraft unit, commanded 
by Capt. William F. Marquat, traverses 
Washington on its way from the sta- 
tion at Fort Monroe, Va., to New Lon- 
don, Conn., to participate in the army- 
navy maneuvers May 16-21. 

The battery will leave Fort Hum- 
phreys early today and consists of four 
searchlight trucks. three motor trucks, 
a mobile field kitchen, 300-gallon 
trailer and other equipment. It will be 
convoyed through the city by an auto 
group organized through the courtesy 
of Rudolph Jose, president of the City 
club. ' 

At the conclusion of the maneuvers 
the battery will return by way of Wash- 
ington, stopping to give a series of 
searchlight demonstrations showing the 
power of their lenses which have a 
strength of 800,000,000 candle power 
and said to equal the intensity of noon- 
day sunlight at their sources. These 
lights are able to locate a bombing 
plane and illuminate it:for gunfire at 
a distance of 4 to 5 miles. Other offi- 
cers of the unit are Lieuts. George E. 
Waldo and Ralph W. Russell.

OPPOSED BY STEPHENS 


Corporation Counsel Disap- 
proves Mrs. Van Winkle’s 
Request for Power. 


WOULD BE STEP. BACK 


Corporation Counsel Francis H. 
Stephens yesterday, in a communica- 
issioners, expressed 
disapproval of Lieut. Mina Van Win- 
kle’s effort to tighten dance hall cen- 
sorship by having a more strict defini- 
tion written into police regulations and 
placing in her hands power to issue or 
refuse licenses. 

Mrs. Van Winkle last week asked the 
commissioners, through Maj. Hesse, su- 
perintendent of police, to authorize 
the woman’s bureau to pass on dance 
hall licenses and to provide her with 
@ more definite deseription of what 
should constitute a dance hall. The 
commissioners referred the request for 
definition to Stephens.

“The present regulation is broad and 
‘sweeping in its terms and any attempt 
to narrow it by defining dance halls, 
or what entertainments the commis- 
sioners should attempt to control, 
seems to me to be a decided step back- 
ward. I see no ambiguity in it and 
none has been pointed out.”

FEW MOTORISTS OPPOSE | 
TRACTION LINE REQUEST 


Motor Bus Fares Increase 
Petition to Be Fought by 
People’s Counsel. 


Denunciation of one-man street cars 
by citizens’ associations began to reach 
the public utilities commission yester- 
day in response to its invitation to or- 
organizations to express their views, 
while the application of the two trac- 


tion lines for wider use of the con- 
ductorless cars is pending. 

The first reply was from the Colum- 
bia Heights Real Estate Owners asso- 
ciation. It was signed by J. Clinton 
Hiatt, secretary, and said: 

“This association is vigorously op- 
posed to the operation of the one-man 
cars on any street car line in the Dis- 
trict. Travel is delayed in collecting 
fares in whatever manner the cars are 
said to be improved. They take a great 
deal of time in loading, especially when 
mothers are accompanied by small 
children, and when elderly persons are 
boarding cars. 

“The newly improved one-man cars, 
which have rear entrances, are danger- 
ous when small children and elderly 
passengers are stepping off. Collisions 
with motor or other vehicles may re- 
sult, no conductor being at the rear of 
the care to look after their safety.” 


Trolley Riders Object. 


Earl V. Fisher, executive secretary of 
the commission, said that he had sup- 
posed the principal objection to the 
cars would come from motorists, be- 
cause of delay. to automobile traffic 
when the one-man cars load ahd un- 
load. He added, however, that a check 
of objectors now on record indicated 
that they were chiefly street car riders 
who complained. 

The commission yesterday received 
a request from the Southeeast Citizens 
association for extension of the M 
street motorbus line from its present 
terminal at the wharves, north on 
Fifteenth street to H street northeast 
and that transfers be issued to all con+ 
necting street car and bus lines. The 
line is jointly owned by the two trac- 
tion companies. A public hearing will 
be held on the request. The date has 
not yet been set. 

There will be a public hearing at 
10 a. m. today in room 102 of the 
District building on the rerouting of 
three one-man car lines of the Wash- 
ington Railway & Electric Co. 

Ralph B. Fleharty, people’s counsel, 
yesterday announced that he would 
oppose resumption. by the public utill- 


tition of the Washington Rapid Transit 
Co for permission to inerease motorbus 
fares. He said that he would take the 
position that the company did not 
come to the commission “with clean 
hands,” tn that it’s capital stock had 
been transferred in violation of an act 
of Congress when it was bought by 
the North American Co., of New York, 
and that that situation has not yet 
been remedied. 


Traffic Aid Started 
For Baseball Park 


The District government began con- 
demnation proceedings yesterday. in 
the District Supreme court for the 
double purpose of relieving the traffic 
jam about the baseball park and im- 
proving the neighborhood. 

The idea is to ofen an 80-foot street 
from a point oppotite the park through 


present conditions motorists have to 
drive about six or eight blocks. from 
the parking place at the baseball park 
before they can head their machines 
for home. It will be necessary to tear 
down four brick houses on Georgia ave- 
nue, five on Eighth street and a brick 
church on Ninth street in order to 
carry out the plans of the commission- 
ers. 


Good Will Aviators 
To Have Light Duty 


The Pan-American fliers of the army 
will rest on light duty assignments for 


20,470-mile flight beginning last De- 
cember and ending at Bolling fleld Mon- 
day. 

One of the planes, not yet desig- 
nated, will be retained at Bolling field 
for exhibition purposes. It will be one 
that made the complete Pan-American 
flight. The other planes will be as- 
signed to various stations of the army 
air corps within a week. The filers held 
a conference with Maj. Gen. Mason M, 
Patrick, chief of the air corps, yester- 
day. 


Auto Permit Suit Quashed. 


The injunction bill filed by William 
M. Alger, taxi driver, of 1121 I street
